OUR  SCHOOL 


Our  school  was  named  for  General  William  Campbell,  a  Revolutionary  War  general,  who 
is  known  for  his  part  in  the  battle  at  King's  Mountain.  William  Campbell  High  School  is  located 
at  Naruna,  Virginia,  in  Campbell  County.  Students  from  the  Gladys,  Naruna,  and  Brookneal 
communities  attend  this  consolidated  school 

Mr.  James  E.  Strickler  has  served  as  Principal  since  the  founding  of  our  school  seven 
years  ago.  There  are  20  teachers  on  our  high  school  faculty  with  a  pupil  enrollment  of  270  in 
high  school  and  114  in  the  eighth  grade. 

Our  classes  include;  English,  History,  Geography,  Biology,  Science,  Chemistry,  Mathe¬ 
matics,  Algebra,  Plane  Geometry,  Spanish,  Latin,  Typewriting,  General  Busines s,  Bookkeeping, 
Shorthand,  Home  Economics,  Agriculture,  Physical  and  Health  Education,  Music  and  Art.  We 
also  have  an  organized  Guidance  program. 

The  school  plant  consists  of  a  library,  cafeteria,  gymnasium  and  eighteen  classrooms.

The  Agriculture  Building  is  located  to  the  right  of  the  main  building.  Sixty  boys  are  en¬ 
rolled  in  Agriculture.  Courses  in  Crops,  Shop,  Dairying,  Forestry,  and  Soil  Conservation  are 
offered  to  the  boys  who  are  enrolled  in  Agriculture. 


HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Home  Economics  Department  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  our  main  building.  It 
consists  of  two  kitchens,  a  large  sewing  and  reception  room  (pictured  above),  and  a  work  room. 
Eighty-five  girls  are  enrolled  in  Home  Economics.
